To aid in having children start 
to school next fall as nearly physi- 
cally perfect as possible, thus de- 
creasing the number of absences 
because of sickness and insuring 
the good health of the student 
groups as a whole, Parent-Teach- 
evs Associations will make their} 
annual “summer round-up,” 

The “round-up” is a nation-wide 
health activity of the national con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers, in- 
augurated in 1925, and is a sound 
economic project, Children make 
hetter grades when they are in 
wood health and when they are not} 
forced to lose time because of 
illness, 

The aim is to edueate parents to 
the need of periodical physical ex- 
aminations of their children and 
to send them to school for their 
first year in the best possible phy- 
sieal condition. 

There is a real need for this 
work and physicians and nurses 
are cooperating with the Parent- 
Teachers Associations in this 
movement, It is not a charity 
movement, but parents are asked 
to take their children to their own 
family physician for periodical ex- 
aminations to determine any de- 
fects. Many ills of later life de- 
velop in the pre-school age period,
